On February 3, 2015 at 1239 hours, Deputies from the Contra Costa County Office of the Sheriff Civil 
Unit arrived at 1020 Claudia Court #22 in Antioch to enforce an immediate move-out order of a 
temporary restraining order against Dewayne Ward and arrest him on an outstanding PRCS warrant. 
Information obtained from the Antioch Police Department and Mr. Ward's jail history indicated Mr. 
Ward had diagnosed mental illness and had a violent past, specifically toward law enforcement. The 
Civil Unit had knowledge of a call for service on December 31, 2014, when officers of the Antioch 
Police Department reported Mr. Ward barricaded himself inside the apartment while armed with a 
knife. The Civil Unit prepared an operations/contingency plan in an effort to deal with the potential 
threat. They sought the assistance of K9 Deputy Pliler in an attempt to use his dog to gain 
compliance of Mr. Ward. Additionally, the Civil Unit obtained a key to the residence from Mr. Ward’s 
mother. 

Once on scene, the Civil Unit conducted a lengthy "knock and announce,” requesting Mr. Ward open 
the front door. The key was used to unlock the front door, however Mr. Ward locked the door from 
the interior. Forced entry was made with a hand-held ram and Mr. Ward fled into a bedroom. A 
second round of announcements was made at the bedroom door, and Mr. Ward refused to open the 
door. Believing Mr. Ward was potentially arming himself inside the bedroom, the hand-held ram was 
used to break the bedroom door. Once Mr. Ward was in view, deputies saw he was armed with a 
knife. Deputies deployed pepper spray and a Taser; neither had an effect on Mr. Ward. After making 
several announcements that he would deploy his dog if Mr. Ward did not comply with officers’ 
commands, Deputy Pliler released K9 Anavi who bit Mr. Ward’s right forearm. 

Despite being bit by K9 Anavi, Mr. Ward ignored deputies’ commands and charged at Deputy Pliler 
while swinging the knife in a stabbing motion. Deputy Pliler ordered Mr. Ward to drop the knife 
multiple times; Mr. Ward did not comply. At that time, Deputy Pliler was backed up against a wall and 
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had nowhere to retreat. Fearing he was going to be stabbed with the knife, Deputy Pliler fired three 
rounds from his pistol into Mr. Ward. 

Although Mr. Ward was struck by three bullets, he continued to struggle and fight with deputies who 
ultimately placed him in restraints. Deputies started life saving measures until they were relieved by 
Fire and paramedic units. Mr. Ward was pronounced deceased at the scene by Consolidated Fire 
Captain Wannamaker. 

No deputies were injured as a result of this incident. 

The Officer-Involved Fatal Incident Protocol was invoked and a joint investigation was conducted by 
the Office of the Sheriff, the Antioch Police Department and the Contra Costa County District 
Attorney’s Office.

Deputy Bullard prepared an operation plan to serve the move-out order on February 3, 2015. It was 
unusual to prepare an operations plan to serve a move-out order, however due to Mr. Ward’s violent 
past, the Civil Unit decided to complete an operation plan (including a contingency plan) prior to the 
service. Deputy Bullard assigned Deputy Sullivan to carry a ballistic shield, Deputy Catuiza to carry a 
handheld less lethal 40 millimeter launcher, Deputy Watling to carry a handheld ram, Sergeant Buford 
to carry a rifle, and he carried a Taser. The operation plan included photographs of the exterior of the 
apartment unit within the building, a copy of the move-out order, booking photograph of Mr. Ward, 
criminal history and crime reports. 

The Civil Unit requested a K9 officer from the Antioch Police Department assist with the move-out 
order. When they were unable to obtain assistance from the Antioch Police Department, they 
contacted K9 Deputy Pliler, who agreed to come in to work before his shift to assist the Civil Unit. 
Additionally, Lieutenant Haynes contacted SWAT Assistant Commander Lieutenant Shields to advise 
them of the move-out order, in the event the SWAT team was ultimately requested. 
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The Civil Unit briefed at 0830 hours and again at 1215 hours at the Field Operations Bureau. All 
involved personnel were present for both briefings, except for Deputy Pliler, who was only present for 
the second briefing. The operations plan was reviewed, and tactics and contingencies were 
discussed. 

After the second briefing, the Civi^niWincluding Deputy Pliler) drove to 1020 Claudia Court in 
Antioch Deputy Bullard met at the apartment complex him a key to 

apartment 22. Deputies saw a Black male adult walk from the area of ft^^^^^Hapartment, who 
matched Mr. Ward's physical description. They determined this subject wa^oTO^vard. 

Deputy Bullard stated during his interview that deputies formed a “stack" (line of deputies) and 
walked up the stairs to apartment 22. Deputy Bullard was second in the stack, directly behind Deputy 
Sullivan who was holding the shield. Deputy Bullard knocked on the front door of the residence and 
made announcements, "Sheriffs Office. Demanding entry. We have a move-out order. Sheriffs 
Office." After repeated announcements and knocking, Deputy Bullard attempted to unlock the door 
with the key. He felt the lock turn back to the closed position, and realized someone inside the 
apartment was relocking the door. Deputy Bullard heard someone inside the apartment yelling at 
them. Deputy Bullard continued to try to unlock the door with the key, but was unable to turn the lock. 

The deputies moved around on the small landing at the top of the stairs, to allow Deputy Watling to 
move toward the front door with the handheld ram. Deputy Watling hit the door with the ram 
numerous times, until he was able to open the door. Deputy Bullard heard Deputy Watling say, “He 
went into the bedroom.” 

Deputies entered the apartment and moved to the closed bedroom door on the left. Deputy Bullard 
said he was on the left side of the bedroom door, Deputy Watling was In the center, and Deputy Pliler 
was on the right side. Deputy Bullard could not see the positions of the other deputies, because the 
area by the bedroom door was very small. The door was locked and the deputies knocked on the 
door. They were unsuccessful in pushing the door in, so Deputy Watling hit the door several times 
with the ram. The top portion of the door cracked and exposed a small opening at the top. Deputy 
Pliler sprayed OC spray through the opening into the bedroom, which did not appear to have any 
effect on Mr. Ward. 

Deputy Watling pulled on the top of the door, and Deputy Bullard saw Mr. Ward sitting on a bed inside 
the room. Deputy Bullard drew his Taser “because the OC spray had zero effect.” He yelled, 
“Taser," and deployed his electronic weapon, but was unsure if the probes hit Mr. Ward because it 
was dark in the room. Deputies Pliler and Watling were able to remove the lower portion of the door, 
and Deputy Pliler told Deputy Bullard to "turn the Taser off and take the prongs off.” Deputy Bullard 
turned off the Taser, removed and dropped the cartridge, and re-holstered the Taser. As he did this, 
Deputy Pliler released his K9 into the bedroom. 

Deputy Bullard saw Mr. Ward standing up, struggling and fighting with what he assumed was the dog. 
As Mr. Ward stood up, Deputy Bullard saw a knife in his left hand in an upright position. He 
estimated the blade was approximately six inches long. Deputy Bullard heard someone yell, "Knife." 
He then heard someone say, “Drop the knife. Drop the knife.” Mr. Ward moved toward Deputy Pliler, 
who was now standing in the middle of the doorway. Mr. Ward swung the knife back and forth as he 
advanced toward Deputy Pliler. Deputy Bullard said at this time he was afraid for his life (he was 
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standing behind Deputy Pliler) and afraid for Deputy Pliler’s life. Deputy Bullard heard someone say 
again, "Drop the knife. Drop the knife,” and then heard three gunshots. Mr. Ward fell to the floor and 
Deputy Bullard saw the knife fall out of his hand. 

Deputies pulled Mr. Ward into the hallway and rolled him onto his stomach to handcuff him. Mr. Ward 
thrashed around, kicked and refused to cooperate with deputies' commands. Eventually they were 
able to place ankle restraints on Mr. Ward's wrists, and he was lying face down at this time. Deputy 
Bullard and Per Diem Deputy McDonald dragged Mr. Ward into the living room where there was more 
space. They rolled Mr. Ward onto his side and he urinated. He continued to move around and they 
told him to “stop moving and calm down.” They checked his pulse and made sure there was nothing 
blocking his breathing or moving. Mr. Ward said, “I can't breathe,” so deputies offered to move Mr. 
Ward to a sitting position; when they tried to move him he was too heavy. They rolled him back over 
onto his side while they waited for medical personnel to arrive. Fire and paramedic personnel arrived 
and rolled Mr. Ward onto his back and attended to him. As he was turned over, Mr. Ward gurgled 
and had blood coming from his mouth. 

During the interview, Deputy Bullard told investigators he would have shot his firearm at Mr. Ward, 
but Deputy Plilar was in front of him. Deputy Bullard estimated Mr. Ward was approximately two and 
one-half to three feet away from them when he started to advance toward Deputy Pliler with the knife. 

Deputy Watling stated during his interview that he was third person in the stack of officers as they 
approached the apartment to serve the move-out order. Deputy Bullard knocked on the front door of 
the residence while announcing, “Sheriffs Department.” Deputy Bullard put the key into the lock and 
turned the key. Deputy Watling saw the key turn back into the locked position and heard the door 
lock. Deputy Bullard continued to make announcements and Deputy Watling heard someone inside 
the residence say something similar to, "This is my house.” 

Deputy Pliler positioned himself with his dog near the front door and Deputy Watling began to hit the 
door with the ram. The original plan if Mr. Ward did not open the door, was for Deputy Watling to 
breach the door open with the ram and Deputy Pliler would send his dog into the apartment. Deputy 
Watling hit the front door several times with the ram and was able to open the door. He saw Mr. 

Ward run into a room to the left (which he assumed was the bedroom) so he yelled, "Ran in the 
bedroom, shut the door." At this time Deputy Pliler led the way to the bedroom door. Deputy Pliler 
pushed on the bedroom door while saying, "Sheriffs K-9, come out, come out.” 

Deputy Watling tried to turn the door knob of the bedroom door and it did not turn; he was unable to 
get the door open at all. Deputy Pliler pushed his shoulder against the door and kicked it once or 
twice, causing the door to open a small amount. Deputy Watling looked as the door opened slightly 
and saw Mr. Ward standing in the comer of the room with “something shining" in his hand. Deputy 
Watling believed he was holding a knife, so he yelled, “Knife." Deputy Watling used the ram to hit the 
bedroom door. The door cracked down the middle and started to bow at the top. Deputy Watling 
pulled down on the top of the door as Deputy Pliler sprayed pepper spray into the room through the 
opening at the top of the door. Deputy Watling did not know if the pepper spray hit Mr. Ward. Deputy 
Pliler continued to announce to Mr. Ward that he (Pliler) would let his dog into the room if Mr. Ward 
did not come out of the room. 

Deputy Watling broke the top of the door off, and kicked in the bottom half of the door. Deputy Pliler 
released his dog into the bedroom. Both Deputies Pliler and Watling had their firearms unholstered 
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and pointed at Mr. Ward. Deputy Pliler ordered Mr. Ward to "drop the knife" five or six times. Mr. 
Ward fell down on the bed and got back up; Deputy Watling was unsure if this was due to the dog 
biting Mr. Ward or if he tripped. The K9 bit Mr. Ward and he screamed. At this time, Deputy Watling 
was standing in the doorway and Deputy Pliler was inside the doorway, in front and to the left of 
Deputy Watling. Mr. Ward moved toward Deputy Pliler with the knife in his hand, until he was less 
than three feet from Deputy Pliler. Deputy Pliler shot his pistol three times at Mr. Ward and Mr. Ward 
fell to the floor. Deputy Watling said the only reason he did not shoot his firearm was because 
Deputy Pliler was in front of him. Deputy Watling said he feared for his safety because Mr. Ward was 
in very close proximity to him and Deputy Pliler, as he came at them while swinging the knife. 

Deputy Watling transmitted on his radio, “Shots fired.' 1 2 3 4 5 6 Deputy Bullard and Per Diem Deputy Worthan 
pulled Mr. Ward into the hallway. They tried to handcuff Mr. Ward but he fought and resisted 
deputies' attempts to restrain his wrists. Deputies rolled Mr. Ward on his side and he was breathing 
while they waited for the medical personnel to arrive. 

Deputy Pliler stated in his interview that he was contacted by Deputy Sullivan, who asked if he would 
assist the Civil Unit with the service of a move-out order. Deputy Pliler attended the briefing at the 
Field Operations Bureau at approximately 1230 hours. He was advised of Mr. Ward's criminal 
history, violent history against officers, mental health illness and was also told details of the 
restraining order and move-out order. The briefing included discussion of tactics the team would use 
to make entry into the apartment. 

Deputy Pliler responded to the apartment complex with the Civil Unit and they waited for Mr. Ward’s 
mother to arrive with a key to the apartment. While they were waiting, deputies saw a subject walking 
near Mr. Ward's apartment who matched his physical description. They confirmed the subject was 
not Mr. Ward. After obtaining the key, the deputies went up to the apartment; Deputy Pliler was the 
last person in the stack and he had K9 Anavi with him. 

Deputy Pliler could not see to the top of the stairwell, but he heard someone yell, “Sheriffs Office." 
Deputy Bullard tried to open the front door with the key, and said someone inside the apartment shut 
the door. Deputy Pliler moved up to Deputy Bullard's location at the door. Deputy Bullard continued 
to try to unlock the door, but the door re-locked each time. Deputy Pliler made at least two 
announcements of, "Sheriffs Office K9. Come out now or the dog is going to be used and you may 
be bit." He heard someone inside the apartment say something similar to, "Get away from my 
house." Deputy Watling hit the front door with the ram several times, and was able to open the front 
door. Deputy Watling said Mr. Ward ran to a bedroom. 

Deputy Pliler gave K9 Anavi the command to search the apartment and apprehend the subject (Mr. 
Ward) for the following reasons: 

1. Mr. Ward was a wanted felon, 

2. He was known to fight the police, 

3. His mother said he was known to carry a large butcher knife, 

4. He was aware of the police presence, 

5. He knew the layout of the apartment better than the police, and 

6. It was safer for the dog to go into the apartment instead of the deputies going in first. 
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K9 Anavi went to the bedroom door which was closed. Deputy Pliler made at least two more K9 
announcements at the bedroom door, before kicking the door twice. The door moved in slightly then 
closed again with each kick. There was no locking mechanism on the door, so he knew someone 
was on the other side of the door, pushing on the door to keep it closed. He heard a male voice say, 
"Get out of my house." 

Deputy Watling hit the bedroom door with the ram; the top portion of the door folded in and came 
back up two times. Deputy Pliler heard someone say, “He’s got a knife," and he saw something come 
through the door. Deputy Pliler sprayed his pepper spray through the crack in the door. Deputy 
Watling was able to force the door open. Deputy Pliler heard a Taser discharge and saw the leads 
(wires) go into the bedroom; he did not know who deployed the Taser. 

Deputy Pliler moved into the bedroom while holding K9 Anavi; he prepared to control Mr. Ward while 
he was under the effect of the Taser. Instead, he saw Mr. Ward getting up off the floor to his right 
side. Mr. Ward had a knife in his left hand that was approximately six to eight inches long. Deputy 
Pliler gave K9 Anavi the "apprehension command" while he drew his firearm. K9 Anavi circled behind 
Mr. Ward and bit (and held onto) Mr. Ward's right forearm. 

Deputy Pliler illuminated the tactical light on his firearm and pointed it at Mr. Ward. Mr. Ward stood 
up and dragged K9 Anavi as he advanced toward Deputy Pliler while swinging the knife in a 
backhand motion. Deputy Pliler commanded, “Drop the knife or I'll shoot you.” As Mr. Ward 
continued to move toward Deputy Pliler, he repeated his command, “Drop the knife or I'll shoot you." 
Deputy Pliler backed up to create distance between him and Mr. Ward, however he backed into a wall 
and had nowhere to retreat to. As Mr. Ward swung the knife, Deputy Pliler had to pull in his arms to 
prevent his hands and firearm from being hit by the knife. Deputy Pliler then pushed out his arms and 
fired his firearm three times as he moved forward. He believed the first two rounds struck Mr. Ward in 
his armpit area and the third round possibly hit Mr. Ward's shoulder, as he was still moving toward 
Deputy Pliler or falling toward him. Mr. Ward fell out of the door, onto his left side; K9 Anavi was still 
biting his right arm and he was holding the knife in his left hand. 

Deputy Pliler saw Mr. Ward throw the knife back toward the bedroom, and did not believe any of the 
deputies told him to do this. Deputy Pliler retrieved K9 Anavi and asked other deputies to handcuff 
Mr. Ward. Mr. Ward resisted and tried to prevent the deputies from handcuffing him. Deputy Pliler 
requested “Code 3 medical" via his portable radio. The other deputies pulled Mr. Ward into the living 
room. Deputy Pliler advised them to roll Mr. Ward onto his side. He then took K9 Anavi out of the 
apartment. As he left, Mr. Ward appeared to be conscious and breathing. 

Deputy Pliler said when Mr. Ward was advancing toward him while swinging the knife, he felt that if 
he did not shoot Mr. Ward, then he would be stabbed with the knife. 

Fire and paramedic personnel were interviewed regarding their response. Upon arrival of Fire 
personnel, they were told by deputies that Mr. Ward was “barely” breathing. Mr. Ward did not have a 
pulse, however electrical activity was detected on their monitor so they began CPR. Paramedics 
arrived shortly thereafter. After the first round of CPR, Fire personnel paused to review the monitor; 
Mr. Ward's electrical activity was in the range of traumatic arrest. Consolidated Fire Captain 
Wannamaker pronounced Mr. Ward deceased at 1312 hours 
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FORENSIC INVESTIGATION 




On February 15, 2015, Doctor A. Josselson performed an autopsy of Dewayne Ward. He determined 
the medical cause of death to be gunshot wound of the right chest and abdomen and gunshot wound 
of the left chest. 


On June 23, 2015, a Coroner's Inquest was conducted and the jury unanimously ruled the mode of 
Mr. Ward's death was at the hands of another, other than by accident.

Upon review of the cited Office of the Sheriff departmental policies, it appears all applicable 
policies and procedures were followed properly. 

Office of the Sheriff General Policy and Procedure Section 1.06.61 - Use of Force states in part: 


/. POLICY. 

A. Deputies shall use only that degree of force that is objectively reasonable to protect 
themselves and others, or to overcome resistance to their lawful authority. 

III. GENERAL 

A. DECISION TO USE FORCE. A Deputy’s decision to use force shall take into 
consideration the facts and circumstances of each individual situation. Factors a 
Deputy should consider when deciding to use force in a given situation include but are 
not limited to: 

1. Se verity of the crime at issue; 
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2. Whether the suspects pose an immediate threat to the safety of Deputies or 
others; 

3. Whether the suspects are actively resisting arrest or attempting to evade arrest 
by flight; 

4. The time available to make decisions; 

6. Proximity to potential weapons (the Deputy's or others); 

7. Age, size and relative strength of Deputy versus suspect; 

10. Suspect’s mental illness, emotional disturbance, or drug usage and impact on 
pain tolerance or rationality of response; 

11. Knowledge of lor prior contacts with suspect; 

12. The opportunity when feasible to give a warning in cases where force may 
result in serious injury, unless such a warning would increase the risk of greater 
injury to Deputies, citizens, or the suspect; 

Deputy Bullard prepared an operation plan prior to the service of the move-out order. He gathered 
and disseminated intelligence to all involved personnel regarding Mr. Ward's outstanding arrest 
warrant and violent history, specifically against law enforcement. Additionally, deputies were aware 
of Mr. Ward’s mental illness before they contacted Mr. Ward. 

Mr. Ward’s mother advised Deputy Bullard there was a butcher knife inside the apartment. Mr. Ward 
armed himself with the knife and swung it at Deputies Pliler, Bullard and Watling within the confined 
space between the entrance to the bedroom and small adjoining hallway. 

Deputy Pliler considered the factors listed above before deciding to use deadly force. Additionally, 
less lethal force options were deployed, including the deployment of Deputy Pliler’s K9, but these 
force options were unsuccessful against Mr. Ward. Furthermore, prior to firing his pistol, Deputy Pliler 
made several announcements that he would shoot Mr. Ward if he did not drop the gun. 

D. FORCE OPTIONS. The Office of the Sheriff recognizes a Deputy's need for a degree 
of flexibility in making use of force assessments given the fluid dynamics of a 
confrontation. The standard for evaluating a Deputy's use of force is "reasonableness 
under the facts and circumstances known to the Deputy at the time." Therefore, a 
Deputy may choose any of the following force options, including no use of force, 
provided the force option selected is objectively reasonable. 

4. Chemical Aoents . Includes substances in either liquid or solid form, including 
chloroacetophenone (CN), chlorobenzylidene malononitrile (CS), or oleoresin 
capsicum (OC). 

a. Pepper Spray . Oleoresin Capsicum (10% by volume.) 
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5. Electronic Weapon (EWl A department authorized hand held device or shield, 

which imparts an electrical charge. 

8. K9. The deployment of a specially trained dog by a certified handler. The 

function of the dog is to conduct building searches, assist in arrest or prevention 
of escape of serious or violent offenders, protect Deputy or others from death or 
serious injury, or other assignments with approval of K-9 Unit Supervisor. 

11. Firearms . Includes handguns, rifles, shotguns, and automatic weapons 
authorized for use by the Office of the Sheriff. 

IV. PROCEDURE 1. 

A. USE OF CHEMICAL AGENTS. Chemical agents (CN Mace or aerosol OC) will only be 
used as a defensive or control weapon in those instances that threaten the safety of the 
Deputy or other persons, to overcome resistance, to prevent escape and to effect an 
arrest. Chemical agents will not be used against compliant persons. 

Deputy Watling first noticed Mr. Ward was armed with a knife, while deputies attempted to hit the 
bedroom door open. Deputy Watling announced, “Knife," to other deputies. Deputy Pliler deployed 
pepper spray into the bedroom, through a small opening in the top of the door. Due to limited visibility 
into the bedroom as well as low lighting conditions, Deputy Pliler was unable to see if the pepper 
spray hit Mr. Ward. 

B. USE OF ELECTRONIC WEAPONS (EW). Electronic Weapons can be used safely and 
effectively to temporarily incapacitate a subject. 

5. Electronic Weapons may be used to: 

a. Control, detain or arrest a person who is actively resisting and/or poses an 
immediate threat to the Deputy or others. 

Deputy Bullard saw the pepper spray had no effect on Mr. Ward, so he drew his electronic weapon 
(Taser). After Deputy Watling pulled the top portion of the door out of the way, Deputy Bullard 
announced, "Taser," and deployed his electronic weapon. Because the bedroom was dark, he was 
unable to see if the probes made contact with Mr. Ward. Deputy Pliler moved into the bedroom, 
planning to control Mr. Ward while he was under effect of the electronic weapon. He saw Mr. Ward 
was not affected by the Taser and was getting up from the floor. 

Deputy Pliler saw a knife in Mr. Ward's hand as he rose from the floor. Deputy Pliler gave K9 Anavi 
the “apprehension command" while he drew his firearm. K9 Anavi bit Mr. Ward’s right forearm, but 
this appeared to have little to no effect, because Mr. Ward advanced toward Deputy Pliler while 
dragging K9 Anavi along with him. 

G. USE OF FIREARM/DEADL Y FORCE. 

1. A firearm may be discharged only for one or more of the following circumstances: 
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c. When necessary In the defense of one's own life or to prevent serious 
physical harm; 

d. When necessary in the defense of any person in immediate danger of 
death or serious physical injury; 

Mr. Ward advanced toward Deputy Pliler, while swinging the knife. Deputy Pliler pointed his firearm 
at Mr. Ward and gave him several commands to drop the knife or he would be shot. Mr. Ward 
ignored the commands and continued to move forward. Deputy Pliler attempted to back up to gain 
space between him and Mr. Ward, however he back up against the wall near the bedroom door and 
was unable to retreat from Mr. Ward. Mr. Ward swung the knife so close to Deputy Pliler that he 
(Pliler) had to pull his arms and firearm in close to his body, in order to not be hit with the knife. 
Deputy Pliler fired three rounds into Mr. Ward. He stated if he had not shot his firearm, he believed 
he would have been stabbed by Mr. Ward. 

Additionally, Deputies Bullard and Watting were standing directly behind Deputy Pliler. Both Deputy 
Bullard and Deputy Watling stated they were in fear of Deputy Pliler’s safety, as well as their own, 
because Mr. Ward was swinging the knife while advancing very close to them. Deputy Bullard and 
Deputy Watling each stated they would have fired their guns at Mr. Ward, had Deputy Pliler not been 
standing in front of them. 

V. PROCEDURE 2. 

A. PROVIDING MEDICAL AID AFTER USE OF FORCE. When use of force causes injury, 
which would reasonably require medical attention, the Deputies using such force will 
ensure the injured person received proper medical attention as soon as possible. 

Immediately after Deputy Pliler shot Mr. Ward, deputies detained Mr. Ward in restraints, despite his 
continued attempts to fight and struggle with them. A request for “Code 3 medical" was requesred via 
radio by Deputy Piiler. Deputies pulled Mr. Ward into the living room where there was more room to 
attend to him. They rolled Mr. Ward on his side into a “recovery position.” When Mr. Ward said he 
could not breathe, deputies tried to move him to a sitting position, but realized they were unable to 
hold him upright so they laid him back down on his side. Deputies made sure nothing was blocking 
Mr. Ward’s movement and monitored his breathing while Fire and paramedic personnel arrived. 

Fire and paramedic personnel attempted life-saving measures, although Mr. Ward did not have a 
pulse. Mr. Ward was declared deceased after the first round of CPR. 

Deputy Bullard, Deputy Watling and Deputy Pliler’s actions and use of force during the 
incident were objectively reasonable to protect their lives. Additionally, their actions were 
lawful, justified and proper, and in accordance with the Contra Costa County Office of the 
Sheriff policies and procedures. 

Office of the Sheriff General Policy and Procedure Section 1.06.62 - Police Involved Fatal or 
Serious Injury Incidents states in part: 

I. POLICY. 
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A. Investigations of police involved fatal or serious injury incidents are often complex and 
demanding. Such cases often attract considerable public and news media interest. 
The consequences of the incident can be profound and affect many people. Because of 
these factors, incidents of this nature shall be fully and fairly investigated. Proper 
disposition of such cases will be based on all the legally available relevant evidence. 

B. POLICE INVOLVED FATAL OR SERIOUS INJURY INCIDENT. Any police 
investigation directly involving two or more people in which an on-duty or off-duty 
employee is involved and death or serious injury results. Such incidents include but are 
not limited to: 

1. Intentional and accidental shootings involving any serious injury, including police 
tactical incidents involving specialized response teams. 

Office of the Sheriff General Policy and Procedures Appendix 2.1 - Law Enforcement Involved 
Fatal Incidents states in part: 

E. "LAW ENFORCEMENT-INVOLVED FATAL INCIDENTS" "(LEIFs)" - MANDATORY 

Law Enforcement-Involved Fatal incidents (LEIFs) are "fatalities" of civilians and of Law 
Enforcement Personnel which occur in Contra Costa County under any of the 
circumstances listed below. Fatalities which met the criteria listed below shall be 
investigated under this Protocol, i.e. they are mandatory Protocol cases, the criteria for 
which are: 

1. Incidents fatal to civilians in which (a) the conduct of a "Law Enforcement 
Person" or (b) the operations or activities of an LEA, is/are "actually or 
conceivably a factor" in the fatality. 

This incident involved the death of Dewayne Ward, resulting from Deputy Pliler using deadly force to 
protect his own life and the lives of Deputies Bullard and Watling. Fire and paramedic personnel 
responded to the apartment and Mr. Ward was declared deceased at the scene. Subsequently, the 
Law Enforcement Involved Fatal Incident Protocol was invoked. A parallel investigation was 
conducted by investigators of the Office of the Sheriff, Antioch Police Department and District 
Attorney's Office. 

The investigation did not reveal any violations of Contra Costa County Office of the Sheriff 
policies and procedures, State, or Federal laws. All actions taken by Office of the Sheriff 
personnel were justifiable, lawful and proper. 

Viewed objectively, the actions taken by Office of the Sheriff personnel in regard to Dewayne Ward 
were legal, proper, and in congruence with Contra Costa County Office of the Sheriff policies 
and procedures.

I am currently a Detective with the Contra Costa County Office of the Sheriff, Investigation Division, Homicide Unit. Cross 
Reference this case with Antioch Police Report #15-1230. 

NOTIFICATION; 

On 02/03/2015 at approximately 1325 hours, Sergeant Gardner told me the Law Enforcement Involved Fatal Incident Protocol 
had been invoked due to an Officer Involved Shooting in the City of Antioch. Sergeant Gardner asked me to meet him at the 
crime scene located at 1020 Claudia CL, #22, Antioch. CCCSO Dispatch contacted the DA's Office Inspectors and Antioch 
Police Department regarding the need for investigators. At approximately 1350 hours, I arrived at the crime scene and met with 
Sergeant Gardner and Lieutenant Beltran. Lt. Beltran relayed the following information he had previously obtained during the 
initial safety briefing: 

K-9 Deputy Pliler had been assisting the Sheriff's Office Civil Unit In serving a move out order and arrest warrant when the 
suspect assaulted him, forcing him to flro his service weapon at the suspect. Deputy Pliler believed he had fired three shots, all 
within the residence where they were attempting to serve the move out order. The suspect had been pronounced deceased at 
the scene. 

It was determined that our incident briefing with all involved investigators would be held at the Antioch Police Department. 

CRIME 9C . E MB, 

Before attending the briefing, I looked at the apartment where the shooting had occurred. 

The crime scene Is located at the "Casa Blanca" apartment complex at 1020 Claudia Ct., Antioch. The Civil Unit had responded 
to unit #22 at the complex to serve a move out order and arrest warrant on SUS-Ward, Dewayne Jr. The unit is located on the 
northeast side of the multi-building complex. The unit is on the upper level of a two story building, adjacent to the swimming pool 
of the complex. The front entry door to the unit faces north and is accessed by a concrete stairway. The front door is clearly 
marked with a white stickor containing the numbers "22". 

I walked up tho stairs to the front door of unit #22 and could see the front door was wide open and had been damaged. It 
appeared the door had been forced open by a ramming device. I could see the body of Ward lying in the front room area of the 
residence. Ward’s feet were pointed to the door and he was lying face up on the carpet. It appeared Ward’s hands were 
handcuffed behind his back. Ward's chest had a “sucking chest wound" bandage on his upper left side and approximately four 
EKG stickers on his torso. The apartment was in disarray, with food products, dirty dishes, and bags of garbage throughout the 
residence. 


BRlEFJNg-l 

At approximately 1500 hours, I attended the briefing at Antioch Police Department. The briefing was conducted by APD Sergeant 
Fuhrmann and Sergeant Gardner. Because he obtained the initial safety statement from Deputy Pliler, CCCSO Lt. Beltran gave 
the following Information regarding the incident: 

The civil unit had been tasked with serving a temporary restraining order which included a move out order at 1020 Claudia Ct. 
#22, Antioch. The subject of the restraining order was SUS-Ward, Dewayne. While planning the service of the restraining order, 
the Civil Unit deputies learned Ward had a warrant for PC 3455(b)(1), a violation of his post release community supervision,

AB109. The deputies also learned of Ward’s history of violence with law enforcement as he had been convicted of had 

been arrested multiple times for violence against law enforcement, and had been involved in various incidents of fighting 
deputies while In custody. The restraining order also contained a hand written statement by Ward’s mother in which Ward was 
violent with her and had taken over her apartment, not letting her inside. Ward’s mother described him as being mentally ill. 
Because of Ward's criminal history, mental health history, his large size, and propensity for violence, the Civil Unit decided to 
form an Operations Plan and utilize as many resources as they could. Lt. Shields, the assistant CCCSO SWAT commander, had 
been notified of the operation. Lt. Shields then notified Lt. Beltran, the SWAT commander, of the planned operation. The Civil Unit 
deputies asked K-9 Deputy Plller to join them for the operation and briefed at the FOB. Once on scene, the deputies obtained a 
key from Ward’s mother and went to serve the court order. Ward barricaded himself in a bedroom within the residence. Once the 
bedroom door was forced open, Ward charged at Deputy Pliler with a knife. Deputy Pliler fired three rounds from his service 
weapon at Ward, believing he hit him at least twice. Confire paramedics were summoned and rendered aid to Ward until 
pronouncing him deceased at 1312 hours. 

APD Lt. Aguinaga also spoke at the briefing regarding an incident that occurred at the location with Ward on 12/31/2014. Lt. 
Agulnaga told us the following: 

^^^^^^4, Antioch Police Officers responded to the residence at Claudia Ct. at the request of War d’s moth er, 

| reported Ward hit her in the head during an argument and locked her out of her apartment.IHHtold Antioch 
Police officers that she would not press charaeyr participate with any prosgeytinn against Ward but wantod him out of her 
house. Because Ward had been staying with HH prior to this Incident anc^^pd not desire prosecution, Antioch Police 
told her they would document the incident buFcoula not remove him without a court order. While they were on scene, Antioch 
police officer^vatched Ward waving a knife in the air at the window of the apartment. Antioch police officers left the scene after 
confirming j^^^would not participate in prosecution of this incident. 

Supervising Deputy District Attorney Barry Grove assigned Inspector Aaron Ross as the lead Investigator for their agency. APD 
Sgt. Fuhrmann assigned Detective Stenger as the lead Investigator for their agency. Sergeant Gardner assigned mo as the lead 
investigator for the Sheriff’s Office, along with my partner, Detective Frazier. Per the LEIFI protocol, each investigative team was 
made up of investigators from all three agencies. The following investigators were assigned tasks:

At the conclusion of the briefing, I returned to the Field Operations Bureau to conduct the interviews of the involved deputies. 
Each deputy had been brought to the FOB and sequestered ponding their interviews. Legal Defense Fund attorneys from Rains, 
Lucia, Stern met with the deputies and determined which ones needed legal representation for their interviews. 

Detective Sosa authored a search warrant for the residence of SUS-Ward, Dewayne. The warrant was signed by the Honorable 
Judge Kennedy. See Detective Sosa’s supplement for details. Detectives Norvell and Valkanoff executed the warrant and 
assisted with the processing of the crime scene. See Detective Valkanoff's Supplement for details and a copy of the crime scene 
log. CSI Peetz and Crain photographed and documented the crime scene. They also collected and booked evidence from the 
scene. Refer to CSI Peetz’ supplement for details. 

Detectives Amott and Morris provided me with copies of the certified dispatch log and CD. They also obtained various police 
reports and Information regarding Ward’s previous criminal activity. They gathered reports from the Sheriff’s Office (patrol and 
detention), Antioch Police, and Pittsburg Police. I booked a copy of all of the reports and the dispatch log into Sheriff’s Office 
Evidence. 


At approximately 1845 hours, Detective Frazier, APD Detective Stenger, DA Inspector Ross and I interviewed Sergeant Buford in 
the Library room at the FOB. Sergeant Buford did not have legal representation In his interview but had consulted with LDF 
attorneys prior to the interview. The interview was audio recorded and a copy booked into Sheriff’s Office Evidence. See 
recording for exact verbiage. 

Sergeant Buford attended the police academy in 1999 and came to work for the Sheriff’s Office Just after graduating. Sergeant 
Buford was initially assigned to the West County Detention Facility. Sergeant Buford has since been assigned as a patrol deputy 
and patrol training officer. Sergeant Buford was also assigned as a deputy In the Custody Alternative Facility. Sergeant Buford 
was promoted to the rank of sergeant and was assigned as the sergeant for the Civil Unit in September of 2011 and remains In 
that position currently. His normal work schedule Is 0700 to 1700 hours, Monday thru Thursday. 

The Civil Unit was assigned to serve a Temporary Restraining Order containing a move out order. Typically, when the Civil Unit 
serves a move out order the subject is asked to gather a few belongings and get out of tho residence within a matter of minutes. 
Before serving this move out order, the deputies checked the subject^US-Ward Dewayne, for warrants and found he had a 
felony warrant for his arrest. They also learned Ward had several ^^H^a r 93 s In his history and that he had fought with 
Antioch Police officers in the past. In addition, Sergeant Buford recalled Ward fighting with deputies while in custody. Because of 
all of this, Sergeant Buford directed the deputies to put together an Operation Plan prior to serving the move out order. Part of 
the plan was to utilize as many deputies and as many force options as possible, including a taser and a K-9. Deputy Sullivan 
from the Warrant Service Unit was also added to the Operation Plan and assigned to bring a shield. 

The Civil Unit utilizes "Trip Tickets" to track their operations. The “Trip Ticket" is a packet containing all of the information needed 
to serve the court orders they are tasked with and outlines any follow up needed. The "Trip Ticket" for this operation contained 
information received from Antioch Police regarding five prior assaults on officers by Ward. This “Trip Ticket" was originated when 
Ward's mother, OTH-flm^m^m^^ame to the Civil Unit office and requested they serve the TRO and included 
move out order. Ward^nothenol^h^MUjnit that he had been violent and fought with the police in the past. She also told 
them the only weapon in the home was a butcher knife. Sergeant Buford was also aware that during a phone conversation with 
Deputy Bullard,H^|HH^H re< 3 uested ’"You guys remove my son out of the building but please don’t kill him." 

A plan was formed to serve the TRO and warrant and an "Operations Plan" document was completed by Deputy Bullard. The 
Operations Plan included the objective of the operation, the location of the operation, job assignments, known hazards, and a

contingency plan. The objective of the operation was to “Effect a service for a temporary restraining order, move out order issued 
by the court and to serve an active no bail warrant." The job assignments included various “less lethal" options of force to be 
carried by deputies. Sergeant Buford was told by Lt. Haynes that CCCSO SWAT had been contacted (by Lt. Haynes) and that the | 
deputies “should be good to go" for the operation. Antioch Police Department was also contacted and, they advised because it 
was a Sheriff's Office Operation they would be available to assist if necessary, but would allow the Civil Unit to conduct the move 
out order and the service of the warrant. The Operations Plan was reviewed by Lt. Haynes. 

At approximately 1215 hours, a briefing was conducted at the Field Operations Bureau by Deputy Bullard, the case agent for this 
operation. The Operations Plan was discussed In detail. Deputy Plller gave Instructions for the use of his K-9. Sergeant Buford 
also learned In the operation briefing that Ward was on searchable probation per AB109, community supervision. The address of 
the operation is the same as the one listed on the warrant for probation violation. 

The Civil Unit and Deputy Plile^aravanne^Mheir vehicles to the location of the operation and met with the mother of the 
subject who was to move out.provided the house key and consent to make entry into tho house. She was! 
directed to remain in the parkin^crtoMhe^omplex. 

The deputies formed “a stack", a row of 8 deputies, and went to the stairway to approach the door to the residence. Sorgeant 
Buford was at the rear of the team of deputies, at the bottom of the stairs. Sergeant Buford asked Dispatch for a “Code 33" to 
reserve the radio transmissions for his team. Sergeant Buford requested this due to the probability of violence against officers 
and the need to be able to transmit priority radio traffic. Deputy Sullivan and Deputy Pliler conducted “knock and announce", 
banging on the door and yelling “Sheriff's Office, demand entry". Deputy Pliler also announced that he would be deploying a dog. 
One of the deputies used the house key to unlock the door to the residence and Sergeant Buford could hear one of the deputies 
tell the others that a subject had just re-locked the door. Sergeant Buford could hear a male subject saying something from 
Inside the residence but could not undorstand what he was saying. The deputies continued making announcements and trying to 
communicate with the subject, later Identified as SUS-Ward, Dewayne. They tried again to unlock the door with the house key 
and were unable to get the door open. They used a small ramming tool to force the door open. 

The deputies and Sergeant Buford made entry into the residence and by the time Sergeant Buford stepped into the apartment 
he could hear the deputies say, "He just went Into the bedroom." Sergeant Buford could see there was a bedroom on the left 
hand side of the residence, approximately 10’ from the front door. Sergeant Buford could hear Deputy Pliler and Deputy Watling, 
who were standing at the bedroom door, giving commands for Ward to open the door and that they would send in the dog. 
Sergeant Buford could hear Ward mumbling but could not understand what he was saying. Deputy Watling used his body weight 
to force the bedroom door open and Sergeant Buford could hear Deputies Watling and Pliler yelling commands of “show me your 
hands" and “get on the ground". Sergeant Buford then heard the deputies yell “He's got a knife, he’s got a knife." Sergeant Buford 
heard the deputies yelling “Drop the knife, get on the ground, let me see your hands." Deputy Pliler drew his service weapon and 
Sergeant Buford could hear three shots. At this point, Sergeant Buford was standing just inside the front door to the residence. 
The deputies drug Ward out of the bedroom and he was still fighting the deputies. Ward was a large man and continued to flail 
around and not comply with commands given by the deputies. Because he was fighting so much, Sergeant Buford did not know 
if he had been shot and asked the deputies. The deputies confirmed to Sergeant Buford that Ward had been shot. Deputy Pliler 
used his police radio to tell dispatch that he needed "Code 3 Medical". Sergeant Buford could see Ward was bleeding. Sergeant 
Buford also noticed Taser prongs in Ward's clothing and realized someone must have tried to use a Taser on him. Ward was still 
struggling with deputies but was lying on his stomach at this point. Ward told the deputies he couldn’t breathe and Sergeant 
Buford instructed the deputies to turn him onto his side. Once the deputies rolled him to his side, they continued to talk to Ward 
and try to keep him awake. Contra Costa Fire Paramedics arrived within a few minutes and began CPR on Ward. 

Once the paramedics pronounced Ward deceased, Sergeant Buford and his deputies began securing the crime scene. Lt. 
Beltran arrived on scene and invoked protocol.

Sergeant Buford believes that the K-9 was deployed and bit Ward, but is not certain at what point this occurred. Sergeant Buford 
saw the Taser prongs in Ward’s clothing but does not know who shot the laser. Each team member, except Deputy Sullivan, was 
wearing a Sheriff’s Office Uniform. Deputy Sullivan was wearing a tactical vest with the word “Sheriff" printed on the front and 
back. The Civil Unit took Sheriff's Office vehicles to the operation; however, the vehicles were parked out of the line of sight of 
the residence for officer safety. 

We concluded the Interview at 1919 hours. 


At approximately 1928 hours, Detective Frazier, APD Detective Stenger, DA Inspector Ross and I interviewed Deputy Watling In 
the Library room at the FOB. Deputy Watling did not have legal representation in his interview but had consulted with LDF 
attorneys prior to the interview. The Interview was audio recorded and a copy booked into Sheriff’s Office Evidence. See 
recording for exact verbiage. Refer to APD Detective Stenger's report for a summary of the Interview. 


At approximately 2014 hours, Detective Frazier, APD Detective Stenger, DA Inspector Ross and I interviewed Deputy Catuiza In 
the Library room at the FOB. Deputy Catuiza did not have legal representation In her Interview but had consulted with LDF 
attorneys prior to the interview. The Interview was audio recorded and a copy booked into Sheriff’s Office Evidence. See 
recording for exact verbiage. Refer to Detective Frazier's supplemental report for a summary of the interview. 


At approximately 2042 hours, Detective Frazier, APD Detective Stenger, DA Inspector Ross and I Interviewed Deputy Pliler in the 
Library room at the FOB. Also present for the interview were Deputy District Attornoy Barry Grove and Terry Leone, Deputy 
Pliler's LDF attorney from Rains, Lucia, and Stern. The interview was audio recorded and a copy booked Into Sheriff's Office 
Evidence. See recording for exact verbiage. Refer to DA Inspector Ross’ supplemental report for a summary of the Interview. 

At the conclusion of the interviews, wc hold a debrief meeting in tho library at the Field Operations Bureau. Each investigator 
gave a summary of what they had learned from their Interviews. CSI Peetz also summarized the evidence collected, noting there 
was a kitchen knife located in bedroom. The knife blade was approximately 7" long, with a serrated edge. 


On 02/05/2015 at approximately 0800 hours, Pathologist Josselson performed an autopsy of SUS-Ward, Dewayne Jr. Detective 
Holland, APD Detective J. Stenger, DA Inspector A. Ross, and DDA B. Grove attended the autopsy. Dr. Josselson determined the 
cause of Ward’s death to be gunshot wounds to the torso. See Detective Holland’s supplement for details. 


On 02/05/2015 CSI Peetz gave me the electronic weapon she retrieved from Deputy Bullard. The electronic weapon is a Taser 
model X26, serial #X00-625410.1 booked into the FOB Evidence room until it could be downloaded. On 02/23/2015 Sergeant 
Baker downloaded the electronic weapon and printed out the report document showing its use. The report shows the electronic 
weapon to have been activated twice on 02/03/2015. The first activation was at 12:50:27 hours and the electronic cycle was one

13. Narrative / Stalemcnls 


On 02/03/2015, I heard radio traffic that stated shots had been fired at 1020 Claudia Court in Antioch. At approximately 1330 
hours, Sergeant Gardner told me to respond to the scene. 

Once at the scene I conducted a walk through of the crime scene with several Sheriff's office Detectives, Detectives from the 
Antioch Police Department and Inspectors from the District Attorney’s office. See the CSI report for further information. 

Following the walk through I went to the Antioch Police Department where I was briefed on circumstances of the shooting as 
known at the time and a brief history of the suspect. After the briefing I was assigned to return to the Field Operations Bureau 
(FOB) to assist Detective Chestnut, Detective Stenger and Inspector Ross with interviews of officers involved in the incident. I 
was participated In the interview of Sergeant Buford, Deputy Watling, Deputy Catuiza and Deputy Pliler. 

On 02/03/2015, at approximately 2014 hours, I spoke with Deputy Catuiza about the incident that occurred earlier that day at 
1020 Claudia Court apartment #22. Detective Chestnut, Detective Stenger and Inspector Ross were present during the 
interview. The interview was recorded using digital audio recorders. Refer to the audio recording for exact verbiage, sequence 
and context. Deputy Catuiza gave the interview of her own free will and told Detective Chestnut, Detective Stenger, Inspector 
Ross and I the following in summary; 

Deputy Catuiza began her Law Enforcement Career with the San Francisco County Sheriffs Office In 1997 and remained 
employed there until 2002. In 2002 Deputy Catuiza was hired by the Contra Costa County Sheriff's Office. While employed by 
the Contra Costa County Sheriffs Office Deputy Catuiza has been assigned to Custody Services, Transportation, Custody 
Alternative Facility, Patrol Division and the Civil unit. Catuiza is currently assigned to the Civil unit and has been assigned there 
for approximately four and one half years. 

On 02/03/2015, Deputy Catuiza began her shift at 0700 hours. Deputy Catuiza was aware she was going to participate in the 
service of a move out order service on Claudia court on the afternoon of 02/03/2015. Deputy Catuiza was briefed by Deputy 
Bullard in the morning about S-Ward and some of Ward’s violent history with law enforcement. Deputy Catuiza was told that 
Ward was approximately six foot three Inches tall and weighed approximately 400 pounds. 

At 1215 hours, Deputy Catuiza met with members of the Civil Unit at the FOB to go over the plan for the operation. The purpose 
of the operation was to serve a restraining order with a move out clause and an arrest warrant issued for Ward. While at the 1215 
hours briefing, Deputy Catuiza found out that Deputy Pliler was going to assist the Civil Unit with service of the move out order. 
Following the briefing, Deputy Catuiza and the other personnel assisting with the move out order service drove to the area of 
1020 Claudia Court. Deputy Catuiza described the uniform she was wearing to me as a Sheriffs office uniform with patches and 
a badge. Deputy Catuiza was also wearing a duty belt. Deputy Catuiza arrived at the area of 1020 Claudia Court in a marked 
Sheriffs office vehicle. 

Once the team arrived at the area of 1020 Claudia Court Deputy Bullard met with Ward's mother^^^^land got a key to the 
apartment door. 

Once the key was obtained, the entry team assembled (stacked) outside the apartment on and near the stairs which lead to the 
apartment door. Deputy Catuiza was the fourth person In the formation with the first person being nearest the apartment door. 
Deputy Catuiza was carrying a handheld less lethal 40 millimeter launcher. 

Deputy Catuiza heard knocking and the sound of someone announcing Sheriffs Office, at least twice. Deputy Catuiza heard the 
sound of a click, which she thought was the sound of the door lock being locked. 

Deputy Catuiza heard a sound she recognized to be a battering ram being struck against the door, but was not able to see the 
door being hit. 

As the team entered the apartment Deputy Catuiza heard someone announce, he is in the bedroom (Ward). Team members 
checked the bedroom door and it was locked. The apartment was dark inside. 
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Team members told Ward to come out by saying several times, open the door or we will send in the dog. Ward remained In the 
bedroom. Deputy Catuiza was standing In the Kitchen behind other members of the team. Deputy Watling began using force to 
open the bedroom door. When the door opened Deputy Catuiza heard Deputy Pliler give what she thought was a verbal 
command to his K-9. Deputy Catuiza could not see Deputy Pliler. The next sound Deputy Catuiza heard was someone saying 
"drop the knife" at least five times. Then Deputy Catuiza heard the sound of three gunshots. 

At the time of the gunshots Deputy Catuiza could only see a group of team members in the hall and not see who fired the shots. 
Deputy Catuiza did not see Ward until team members dragged Ward from the bedroom. Ward was still fighting by moving and 
not allowing the team to place restraints on him. Team members were able to place Ward Into restraints. Team members told 
Ward to calm down and to let the team members help him. 

Deputy Catuiza could not remember if Ward said anything after the shooting or at any time during the incident. 

Deputy Catuiza was ordered to go outside of the apartment to mako sure no one entered, put up crime scene tape and begin a 
crime scene log. The crime scene log was later given to another Deputy. 

Deputy Catuiza assumed team members were performing cardio pulmonary resuscitation (CPR) on Ward, but was not present 
and did not see first aid rendered to Ward. 

Deputy Catuiza did not deploy any of her weapon systems during the Incident. Deputy Catuiza smelled “pepper spray” after the 
incident, but had no Idea who had deployed It. Deputy Catuiza did not see or hear a "Taser" deployment, but later hoard one had 
been deployed during the incident. 

Ward was the only person inside the apartment other than team members during this incident. Deputy Catuiza did not remember 
seeing other people near the outer area of tho apartment when the operation was performed. 

Detective Chestnut, Detective Stenger, Inspector Ross and I ended our interview with Deputy Catuiza at approximately 2034 
hours. 

Detective B. Chestnut booked a recording of Deputy Catuiza's Interview into evidence. 
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12. Recovered Property S |l3. Narrative / Statement* 

I am a detective with the Contra Costa County Office of the Sheriff. I am currently assigned to the Investigation Division, 
Homicide Unit. This report documents my investigation into the shooting of S-Ward by Deputy Pliler. 

On 02-03-15 at approximately 1300 hours, I was at our Field Operations Building (FOB) in Martinez when I was told there was 
an Officer Involved Shooting Incident with Civil deputies in Antioch. I looked up the Incident on our CAD system and saw the 
subject that was shot was now deceased. 

I was asked by Sergeant Gardner to respond to the scene at 1020 Claudia Court #22.1 arrived and received a safety briefing 
from Sergeant Gardner and Lt. Beltran where I was told about Civil doing a move out and restraining order service along with an 
arrest warrant service. I was told the suspect, S-Ward, attempted to stab Deputy Pliler, who discharged his firearm three times. 
Several investigators from the D.A’s Office and APD arrived. We were asked to report to APD for a briefing and assignments. 
Detective Chestnut was to be primary on this case and I was tasked to interview several of the witness officers, partnered with 
DA Senior Inspector Trujillo and APD Detective Colley. The three of us returned to Claudia Court and did a walk-through of the 
scene for our reference. 

The witness officers were being sequestered at the FOB. I returned to the FOB where we Interviewed Deputies Worthan, 
McDonald and Bullard. All interviews were conducted In the downstairs executive conference room and were audio recorded. For 
exact verbiage, sequence of events and context, refer to the recording. 

INTERVIEW OF DEPUTY SCOTT WORTHAN: 

The first person interviewed was Deputy Worthan. Present during the interview were myself, DA Sonlor Inspector Trujillio and 
APD Detective Colley. Deputy Worthan is a Per Diem employee and was not represented by any counsel. Deputy Worthan gave 
his statement voluntarily. Deputy Worthan is a retired Lieutenant with the Contra Costa Sheriff's Office with 23 years of active 
service. Deputy Worthan retired about three years ago and became a Per Diem employee July of 2012. Deputy Worthan's duties 
include doing backgrounds, oral boards and working with the Civil Unit doing uniformed evictions on Tuesday and Thursday from 
0845 hours until complete, usually no later than 1500 hours. 

Deputy Worthan’s Interview was documented by DA Senior Inspector Trujillo. For information on Deputy Worthan's statements, 
see Trujillo’s report. 

INTERVIEW OF DEPUTY MARK McDONALD: 

Present during the interview of Deputy McDonald was myself, DA Senior Inspector Trujillio and APD Detective Colley. Deputy 
McDonald is a Per Diem employee and was not represented by any counsel. Deputy McDonald gave his statement voluntarily. 
Deputy McDonald is a retired deputy with the Contra Costa Sheriff’s Office with 21 years of active service. Deputy McDonald has 
been a Per Diem employee for about three years. Deputy McDonald is assigned to the Civil Unit where he performs many 
uniformed duties. 


Deputy McDonald's interview was documented by APD Detective Colley. For more Information on Deputy McDonald’s 
statements, see Colley’s report (APD case# 15-1230). 
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13. Narmtlve / Statements 


INTERVIEW OF DEPUTY RAYMOND BULLARD: 

Present during the interview of Deputy Bullard was myself, DA Senior Inspector Trujillio and APD Detective Colley. Deputy 
Bullard was represented by Terry Leoni, Senior Associate with Rains Lucia Stern, PC. Deputy Bullard gave his statement 
voluntarily. Deputy Bullard has been employed as a Deputy Sheriff with the Contra Costa Sheriff’s Office for about nine years 
and Is currently assigned to the Civil Unit. Deputy Bullard attended the police academy in Rio Honda, completed 26 months at 
the Martinez Detention Facility (MDF) before going to patrol. After three years in patrol, Deputy Bullard returned to the MDF for 
about a year and a half. Deputy Bullard then went to the Civil Unit where he has been for almost two years. His normal work 
schedule Is Mon-Thur, 0700-1630 hours and every-other Friday, 0730-1530 hours. Deputy Bullard told us he had a good night 
sleep on Monday night. He had no Incidents where he used any of his duty gear prior to this detail. 

Deputy Bullard was out sick a couple of days the week prior. He was contacted by his partner, Deputy Watling, over the weekond 
and told they would be doing a “Move out order" on Tuesday that would require an operations plan (Op Plan). A move out order is 
when the plaintiff on a restraining order requests the court to order the defendant to move out of the residence due to the 
danger/threat posed. Deputy Watling sent a picture to Deputy Bullard and told him of Ward’s history. He recognized Ward from 
when he worked at MDF on D-Module (maximum security). Deputy Bullard said he only had minimal interaction with Ward (pill 
call) while Ward was in custody and was warned of Wards violence. When Deputy Bullard came to work on 02-02-15, there was 
a packet on his desk that contained some pictures of the location. He used several law enforcement data bases to get 
background information on Ward and saw there was a no-bail warrant for his arrest from the Probation Department. Deputy 
Bullard contacted them and was told the warrant was for felony PC 69 (Resisting an Executive Officer). Other things Deputy 
Bullard learned about Ward was that he has attempted to take police officers guns from them, fought with staff while in custody 
and used items such as dumbbells for weapons. 


Deputy Bullard also spoke to Ward's mother,who was the Plaintiff in this matter. ^^^|old him that Ward had not 
been taking any medication and a couf^^^Sek^rior had hit her In the head prior to shoving her out of the door and not 
lettin g her bac k into her own apartment. HJHlso told Deputy Bullard that Ward had barricaded the front door with the kitchen 
tableHHHvouid every coupI^Hays and Ward would only open the door after seeing her, from the window, leave. 

Deput^ullard askecj^Hf there were any weapons In the house and she told him there was a, "Butcher knife", In the kitchen 
and she was not aware of any other weapons. After reviewing the information on Ward, Deputy Bullard had come to the opinion 
that Ward had a history of being violent and fighting with the police. 


Deputy Bullard wrote the Op Plan, which Included equipment and position assignments. Deputy Bullard had two briefings on 
02-03-15, one in the morning and one in the afternoon. All personnel, except Deputy Pliler, were present for the morning brief. 
Deputy Bullard had previously coordinated with APD for the use of their K-9 officer for this operation. Deputy Bullard found out 
that morning that APD was not going to allow their K-9 officer to assist and that they would be taking a, “Hands off", approach 
and assist only if needed. After APD canceled. Deputy Bullard requested Deputy Pliler, who camo to work early and attended 
the afternoon briefing at the FOB. During the afternoon brief, Deputy Bullard went over the Op Plan, that Included any 
contingencies, such as injuries or shots fired situations. Detective Colley asked Deputy Bullard if it was normal for them to do an 
Op Plan for a move out order. Deputy Bullard said it was not normal. The reason why Deputy Bullard did an Op Plan was 
because of the information received from many sources, to include the mother, regarding Ward’s violent tendencies. Senior 
Inspector Trujillio asked Deputy Bullard if S.W.A.T. was considered. Deputy Bullard said S.W.A.T. would be an option if they (Civil)

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were unable to gain access or get Ward out of the apartment, then the Sergeant (Sergeant Buford) would make that decision to 
use S.W.A.T. Deputy Bullard was told by Sergeant Buford that he (Sergeant Buford) would contact the S.W.A.T. commander and 
advise him of the operation. When Deputy Bullard was later asked why he requested a K-9, he said because, in his opinion, 
people are afraid of dogs and a dog could bring compliance without force. 


Deputy Bullard said they arrived at the complex aroun 1245^^^^nd^^^/as not yet on scene. Deputy Bullard was 
meeting her to get the key to the apartment. At the same time^^l^rrived and gave Deputy Bullard the key, several of the 
deputies saw someone matching the physical description of Ward walking downstairs and out of the complex. Present at that 
time were Deputy Sullivan, Deputy Watling, Deputy Worthen, Deputy Pliler, Deputy Catulza, Deputy McDonald, Sergeant Buford 
and Deputy Bullard. The stack of deputies started to move and Deputy Bullard had to catch up. After they got close enough to 
determine It was not Ward, they turned and headed for the apartment. Deputy Bullard told us Deputy Sullivan was first with the 
shield and he was second. When they got to the top of the steps, Deputy Bullard knocked on the door and announced their 
presence with “Sheriffs Office, demand entry". Deputy Bullard knockec^^econd time and announced, “Sheriffs Office, we have 
a move out order". Deputy Bullard placed the key given to him byminto the lock and started to unlock the door. As he did 
this, the locking mechanism was turned back to the lock position from inside the apartment, forcing the key back the other way. 
Deputy Bullard told us he could hear Ward yelling from inside but could not tell what he was saying, if anything at all. They tried 
to push on the door, not knowing if he was behind it or the table was. They tried several times without success. Deputy Watling 
came up with the door ram and got Into a position where he (Deputy Watling) could swing on the door. As Deputy Watling hit the 
door with the ram, they continued to announce themselves. Deputy Bullard said there was very little movement on the door while 
Deputy Watling was ramming It. On the last hit, not sure how many, the door opened and Deputy Bullard heard Deputy Watling 
say, “He ran Into the bedroom". 


They made entry into the apartment and gathered around the bedroom door. Deputy Bullard tried the door handle and it was 
locked. Deputy Bullard announced their presence again and told Ward he needed to cooperate and come out of the room. 
Deputy Bullard described their positioning on the door as Deputy Pliler to the right (as you look at the door) of the door, Deputy 
Watling in the middle with the ram and himself on the left side of the door. Deputy Bullard said the hallway was small and there 
was no room for all of the deputies present to be crowded around tho door. Deputy Watling then hit the door a couple of times 
with the ram and the door did not move. Deputy Bullard said he believed Ward was on the other side, holding the door. After one 
of the hits, above the door knob, the top part of the door started to break open. Deputy Pliler deployed his O.C. spray through the 
opening. As Deputy Watling broke more of the door open/off, Deputy Bullard saw Ward sitting on the bed. The O.C. spray 
appeared to be in-effective and Deputy Bullard drew his electronic weapon. Deputy Bullard yelled “Taser" and he fired his 
electronic weapon, with the darts, at Ward. Due to the low light level, Deputy Bullard was not sure if the darts struck Ward. 
Deputy Watling and Pliler were able to remove the rest of the door and Deputy Pliler told him to turn off his electronic weapon 
and take the cartridge off. Deputy Bullard turned it off and removed the cartridge. Deputy Bullard saw the K-9 enter the room and 
engage Ward. 

While the dog was engaged, Deputy Bullard saw Ward stand up and struggle or fight with the dog. As Ward stood up, Deputy 
Bullard also saw Ward was holding a knife above his head. Deputy Bullard believed the knife was In Ward’s left hand but was not 
sure. When Deputy Bullard was showing us how Ward was holding the knife, he (Deputy Bullard) used his left hand. Deputy 
Bullard saw the silver portion of the knife and estimated it was approximately six inches in length. Deputy Bullard did no see the 
handle. Deputy Bullard heard someone yell, "Knife" and "Drop the knife" “Drop the knife" and saw Ward advance. As Ward 
advanced toward Deputy Pliler, who was now in the middle of the doorway, Ward swung the knife at him (Deputy Pliler). Deputy 
Bullard heard three shots, saw Ward fall to the ground and the knife fall out of his hand. 
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Deputy Bullard said they attempted to handcuff Ward but he continued to fight and kick. They brought him out of the doorway 
and Into the hallway where there was enough room to roll him over so they could handcuff him. Ward’s arms were under his body 
and he refused commands to give them his hands for handcuffing. Deputy Bullard said Ward was still "Thrashing", kicking, 
moving, and not cooperating. It took a couple of thorn to get enough control of the right arm to get a cuff on it. Deputy Bullard 
told us they were using the cuffs designed for ankles becauso of Wards size (6* 300+ lbs). Ward continued to struggle with his 
left arm and not complying with deputy's commands. Once they were able to get control of his other arm and handcuff it, Ward 
was face down. Deputy Bullard and Deputy McDonald dragged Ward out to the living room area where there was space to tend 
to him medically. 

When they got Ward into the living room, he was still thrashing and kicking. They rolled Ward onto his side where he grabbed his 
penis and urinated. Ward calmed down a little and they tried to get his pulse. Ward was still squirming with his legs and said, “I 
can't breathe". Deputy Bullard and Deputy McDonald attempted to sit Ward up but could not hold him In that position so they 
placed him back on his side. The two of them held him still until Con Fire and AMR arrived. 

Deputy Bullard only deployed his electronic weapon and did not know of any other weapon, other than a firearm, to be used. 
Detective Colley asked Deputy Bullard how he felt when he saw Ward raise the knife up. Deputy Bullard told us he was scared 
and feared for his life and the life of his partners. Deputy Bullard also told us he would have deployed his firearm If there was not 
a cross-fire situation. Deputy Pliler was in front of him and pressed against a wall, making it unsafe for Deputy Bullard to have his 
firearm out. I asked Deputy Bullard to estimate the distance between their position and when he saw Ward with the knife. Deputy 
Bullard said, "It was very close" and estimated 2.5 to 3 feet. 

Deputy Bullard was still in possession of his electronic weapon, model X-26 with a serial number of X00-625410. The display 
showed a battery level of 64.1 took custody of the electronic weapon from him and gave it to CSI Peetz. 

AUTOPSY: 

On 02-05-15, I attended Ward’s autopsy (coroner case #15-0558). The autopsy was conducted by Pathologist Josselson who 
was assisted by S. Jagoda and M. Eusedio. Also present were DDA B. Grove, Senior Inspector A. Ross. APD Detectives 
Stenger, Colley and Hoffman. A preliminary toxicology screen showed Ward was positive for methamphetamine and 
benzodiazepine. Three bullets were recovered during the autopsy. The heart, both lungs and liver were all damaged. Dr. 
Josselson determined the cause of death to be from the gunshot wounds.

I am currently assigned as a Detective with the Contra Costa County Sheriffs Department. 

On Tuesday 2/3/15, I responded to 1020 Claudia Crt #22 to assist with the investigation of an Officer involved shooting. I was 
assigned to interview all Fire and AMR personal that responded to the scene and assessed S-Dewayne Ward’s Injuries. 1 
was partnered with Senior Inspector Rivera of the Contra Costa County Office of the District Attorney, and Detective Hoffman of 
the Antioch Police department. 

I contacted Sheriff Dispatch via telephono and was advised Confire engino 83 and AMR unit 183 were the emergency medical 
personnel who had responded to the incident at 1020 Claudia Court #22. 

Confire and AMR personnel had left the scene and returned to thoir normal work duties. Inspector Rivera, Detective Hoffman, 
and i responded to Confire Station 83, located at 2717 Gentrytown Drive in Antioch, to interview engine 83. 

The interviews were audio recorded. 1 later copied the interviews to a disk and booked the disk into CCCSO evidence. Refer to 
the audio for exact verbiage, sequence, and context.

The first person interviewed was Captain Scott Wannamaker. Present during the interview were DA Inspector Rivera, APD 
Detective Hoffman, and myself. Captain Wannamaker’s interview was documented by DA Inspector Rivera. For information 
on Captain Wannamaker’s statements, see Rivera's report. 




The second person interviewed was Fire Engineer Andrew Desmond. Desmond is a Fire engineer with Confire, and has been 
employed by Confire for approximately 7 years. Desmond and his crew were dispatched at approximately 1300 hours, to a call of 
a "cleared in” shooting. Desmond and his crew did not need to stage, and were clear to head straight into the scene because 
"PD" was on scene. 

Desmond and his crew arrived on scene and observed a few officers standing outside directing them where to go. Desmond was 
Instructed to grab trauma equipment by his Captain. Officers directed him to the scene. As he entered the apartment, Desmond 
viewed Ward on the ground face down, partly on his right side, and handcuffed behind his back. There were two officers holding 
Ward down and one standing up. Desmond believed there to be pepper spray in the air, because he felt a slight burn in his eyes 
and throat. 

It appeared Ward had quite a bit of blood on his back. Desmond believed the blood on Ward's back could possibly be signified by 
an exit type wound. Ward was rolled to his back. Desmond heard what he described as gurgling from Ward as he was rolled. 
Desmond recognized this as possible breathing, and prepared to assist with breathing. 

Desmond's main concern was a wound on Ward’s upper left hand chest, believing this wound could possibly be heart related. 
Desmond observed a second wound under Ward's stomach that appeared to be a bullet. Ward was hooked up to a monitor 
where Desmond did not observe any signs of positive heart beats, only electrical activity. Desmond assisted with Ward's airway 
and briefly began CPR chest compressions before checking the monitor a second time. Desmond explained that it is Conflre’s 
protocol if there is anything less than 60 beats per minute on the monitor, without a pulse is "calling it". Firefighter Johnson

On February 3, 2015, at approximately 1755 hours, detective Norvell reported the death of 
Dewayne Ward Jr., a 29 year old Black male. 

At approximately 1239 hours, The Contra Costa Sheriffs Office Civil Unit was at 1020 
Claudia Court #22 to serve a move out order t o the decedent. The deced ent lived at the 
location with his mother and legal next of kin,|H|||||HIH||^^|^)btained a 
restraining order against the decedent, which had the move out order. The decedent also 
had a no bail warrant for his arrest. 

After Deputies received no answer at the door, a ram was used to force entry into the 
residence. The decedent was inside a locked bedroom. A ram was used to force entry into 
the bedroom and Deputies saw the decedent was holding a knife; and advancing towards 
them; Deputy Plilar sent his K-9 partner, K-9 Anavi into the bedroom. The decedent 
confronted Deputies while holding a knife in his hand. One of the Civil Unit Deputies 
deployed his Electronic Weapon, striking the decedent. The decedent was able to continue 
to advancing towards Deputies, still holding the knife. At approximately 1300 hours, 
Deputy Plilar fired three shots at the decedent, striking him in the chest. 

The decedent was handcuffed; Fire and Medical was requested to the scene. Sheriffs 
Deputies started first aide until mcdica^urived. Captain Wanamaker with Contra Costa 
Fire determined death at 1312 hours.^m^vas at the scene and was notified of the 
death in person by Sgt. Garry. 

Based on the information provided, I assumed jurisdiction of the remains and responded 
to the scene. The scene is a second floor apartment on a large apartment complex. The 
decedent was lying on his back in the front living room, moved from the bedroom. There 
was evidence of medical intervention. The decedent had electronic weapon probes on his 
torso. The probes were removed by CSI Crain. 

I spoke with Sgt. Patchin at the scene. Sgt Patchin said Sheriffs Deputies forced entiy 
through the front door and located the decedent in a locked bedroom. The bedroom door 
was forced open and the decedent confronted deputies in the bedroom entryway. Three 
shots were fired during the incident. I examined the remains and saw one gunshot wound. 
Crime Scene Investigators were at the scene searching for possible projectiles. 

I took photos of the scene and removed the remains to the morgue where they were x- 
rayed, weighed, tagged, and stored. The decedent's identity was verified by comparison to 
a California Driver License Photo Printout.

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EXTERNAL EXAMINATION 

The body is that of a normally developed, obese male, appearing the reported age of 29 years. The clothing on the 
body consists of red underpants, a white sock and black tennis shoe on the left foot, a black tee shirt, a camouflage 
patterned tee shirt, a camouflage pattern long sleeve thermal top, and a white undershirt. All have been cut In the 
front. Submitted with the body is a matching shoe and sock. The body measures 71 inches, and weighs 
325 pounds. The head Is symmetrical without evidence of trauma. The scalp Is covered with medium length, black 
hair of normal male distribution. There is a beard and moustache on the face. The face Is symmetrical. Theirides 
are brown and the pupils are round and equal. The sclerae and conjunctivas are normal. The external ears, nose, 
and lips are normally developed. There is no evidence of fracture of the nose or mouth but there is blood coming 
from the mouth. The buccal mucosa and tongue show no lesions. The teeth are intact and in good repair. The 
ears reveal no evidence of trauma or hemorrhage. The neck is symmetrical, and the trachea is palpable in the 
midline. The chest, abdomen, back, upper and lower extremities are normally developed. The abdomen is 
protuberant and there are no visible abdominal scars. The external genitalia are those of a normal adult male. 
There are no needle tracks in the antecubital fossae. There are no transverse scars on the wrists. The hands, 
fingers and fingertips are Intact. There are several tattoos on the body Including one on the right upper arm that 
says ONLY THE STRONG SURVIVE and a figure of a man. There is a tattoo on the anterior upper right arm which 
says WARD. There is a tattoo on the posterior upper right arm of a face and the word CRY LATER. There is a 
tattoo on the anterior left upper arm with four unidentifiable letters. There are two small scars on the anterior right 
ankle. There are several small scars on each anterior knee. The hands are handcuffed behind the back. 

EXTERNAL EVIDENCE OF MEDICAL THERAPY: 

There are two EKG pads on the chest and two on the abdomen. 

EXTERNAL EVIDENCE OF INJURY 

On the anterior upper right forearm there are two deep lacerations consistent with dog bite which are horizontally 
oriented, they are close together. The lower one measures 4 cm and gapes to 1 cm. The upper one measures 
4.5 cm and gapes to 2 cm. Just above these injuries there are several smaller abrasions ranging in size from 2 mm 
up to 1.5 cm. On the posterior upper right forearm there are multiple deep linear abrasions, measuring up to 2.5 cm 
and there are two fairly deep lacerations, each of which measures 2 cm. There is a 5 mm abrasion on the anterior 
tip of the right 2 nd finger. 

GUNSHOT WOUNDS: 

There are three penetrating gunshot wounds to the body. They are numbered #1 through #3 for convenience sake 
only. There is no soot or stippling on the skin about any of the entry defects, making all three gunshot wounds of 
distant or indeterminate range. 

Gunshot Wound #1 1 : Gunshot wound #1 is a fatal penetrating gunshot wound of the right chest, liver and colon. 
The entry defect is located on the upper right back at a point 32 cm below the top of the head and 3 cm to the right 
of the posterior midline. The entry defect is round, measuring 1 cm with a very Inapparent abrasion margin. The 
bullet enters the right chest cavity through the posteromedial right 7* rib, passes through the right lower lung lobe, 
passes through the right hemidiaphragm, passes through the liver, passes through the transverse colon and comes 
to rest in the mesentery where a large caliber mushroomed projectile is recovered. This is given to CSI Crain. The 
path of gunshot wound #1 is from the victim's back to front and down. 


Gunshot Wound #2 : Gunshot wound #2 is a fatal penetrating gunshot wound of the left chest The entry defect is 
located on the lateral upper left back at a point 15 cm below the top of the shoulder and 24 cm to the left of the 
posterior midline. It is round, measuring 1 cm with an Inapparent abrasion margin. The bullet enters the left chest 
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cavity through the lateral left 7 ^ rib, passes through the left lower lung lobe, passes across the posterior wall of the 
left ventricle, passes through the right hemidiaphragm and comes to rest between the superior surface of the liver 
and the ribcage, where a dilated mushroomed caliber, jacketed projectile is recovered. This is given to CSI Crain. 
The path of gunshot wound #2 is from the victim's left to right, back to front and down. 

Gunshot Wound #3 : Gunshot wound #3 is a nonfatal penetrating gunshot wound of the soft tissue of the chest 
and abdomen. The entry defect is located on the medial aspect of the left breast at a point 45 cm below the top of 
the head and 11 cm to the left of the anterior midline. The entry defect is approximately round, measuring 5 mm 
with a lateral 5 mm abrasion. The bullet passes through the fatty soft tissue of the left chest and abdomen and 
comes to rest in the soft tissue of right lower quadrant of the abdomen where a mushroomed, large caliber jacketed 
projectile Is recovered and It is given to CSI Crain. The path of gunshot wound #3 Is from the victim's left to right 
and down. 


INTERNAL EXAMINATION 

The body is examined using the thoracoabdominal and posterior scalp incisions. 

HEAD: 

The reflected scalp, calvarium and base of the skull are unremarkable. The temporal muscles reveal no 
hemon-hage. On removal of the calvarium, there is no evidence of epidural, subdural or subarachnoid hemorrhage. 
The leptomeninges are thin and delicate. The tentorium, cerebellum and falx are intact The vessels at the base of 
the brain have a normal configuration and show no arteriosclerosis. The brain Is symmetrical and weighs 
1260 grams. The convolutionary pattern is smooth and symmetrical. There is no evidence of herniation, contusion, 
laceration, softening or hemorrhage. Multiple coronal sections show no focal abnormalities. The cerebellum, mid¬ 
brain, pons and medulla show no abnormalities. The dura is stripped and reveals no abnormalities at the base of 
the brain. The orbital roofs are intact and unremarkable. 

NECK: 

No abnormalities are noted in the anterior strap muscles, hyoid bone, laryngeal cartilages, or cervical vertebral 
column. 

BODY CAVITIES: 

The right pleural cavity contains 1260 of blood, the left pleural cavity contains 350 ml of blood and the abdominal 
cavity contains an estimated 50 ml of blood. The pleural and peritoneal cavities are free of adhesions. The 
pericardium is thin and translucent with a gunshot wound through it and a small amount of blood in the pericardial 
sac. There are no pericardial adhesions. There are two holes in the right diaphragm. Ail organs are in their normal 
locations. The subcutaneous fat In the abdominal wall measures 3 inches. 

CARDIOVASCULAR SYSTEM: 

The 400 gram heart has a normal configuration. The coronary arteries arise normally, follows normal distribution. 
The coronary arteries show no arteriosclerosis. The endocardium, pericardium, epicardium, myocardium and 
cardiac valves are normal throughout except for a grazing gunshot wound of the posterior wall of the left ventricle. 
The papillary muscles and chordae are normal. The aorta and branch vessels show no arteriosclerosis. 
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RESPIRATORY SYSTEM: 

The larynx and trachea are Intact. The right lung and the left lung each weigh 250 grams. The tracheobronchial 
tree follows its normal anatomic pathway and contains a slight amount of blood. Examination of the intrinsic 
pulmonary vessels reveals no thromboemboli. The cut surface discloses a gunshot wound with surrounding 
hemorrhage through the right lower lobe and a gunshot wound with surrounding hemorrhage through the left lower 
lobe. 

GASTROINTESTINAL TRACT: 

The tongue, esophagus, stomach, and small intestine are unremarkable. The colon Is unremarkable except there 
is a gunshot wound through the transverse colon. The appendix is present. The contents of the stomach consist of 
a small amount of gray-tan fluid without identifiable food particles or pills. 

HEPATOBILIARY SYSTEM: 

The 1800 gram liver has the normal size and shape. There is a large gunshot wound through the right lobe of the 
liver. Otherwise, It has a normal consistency and a normal red-brown color throughout. Sectioning reveals no focal 
lesions. The gallbladder contains 2 ml of brown bile of normal viscosity. The biliary tract is patent. 

PANCREAS: 

The pancreas is normal. 

ENDOCRINE SYSTEM: 

The thyroid and the adrenal glands are anatomically normal. 

HEMO-LYMPHATIC SYSTEM: 

The 170 gram spleen has an intact capsule and normal parenchyma. The white pulp is not visible. The lymph 
nodes are unremarkable. 

URINARY SYSTEM: 

The right kidney weighs 135 grams and the left kidney weighs 150 grams. The capsules are smooth and strip with 
ease. Sectioning reveals normal cortices, with a distinct corticomedullary junction and normal renal pelves. The 
ureters and bladder have a normal configuration, and the bladder contains 3 ml of cloudy urine. The bladder 
mucosa is normal. 

REPRODUCTIVE SYSTEM: 

The prostate gland is normal to palpation. 

MUSCULOSKELETAL SYSTEM: 

The injuries have previously been described. There is no evidence of existing disease or injury. 

SPECIMENS FOR HISTOLOGY: 

Representative sections of the major organs are saved. 
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SPECIMENS FOR TOXICOLOGY: 


Peripheral blood Is submitted for alcohol analysis and drugs of abuse.

13. Narrative / Slaiemervts 


On February 5, 2015 I was requested by Detective Holland to document the autopsy of Dewayne Ward. CSI Peetz was assigned 
to assist. According to Detectives, Ward had reportedly been bitten by a police K-9, tased and shot. We arrived at the Coroner's 
Office at approximately 0745 hours. 

Ward, a Black male adult was lying on his back In a red body bag. He had dark hair with hair ties, a goatee with hair ties, brown 
eyes and several monochrome tattoos on his left and right arms. A toe tag with "Ward Jr, Dewayne and Coroner # 15-558" 
was around his right great toe and handcuffs were around his wrists. He was wearing a red pair of boxer briefs, white socks and 
white/black/red athletic shoes. Several items of cut clothing were located below his body and included: a white tank top with a 
hole in the back and left side, a camouflage thermal shirt with a hole In the back and left side, a black camouflage t-shirt with a 
hole in the back and left side and a cut black sleeveless t-shirt with a hole in the back. All of the shirts were saturated with blood 
and no apparent blood spatter stains were visible to the shoes, socks, or shirts. A white shirt and headband were around his 
head covering his hair. No jewelry was visible on his body. 

Signs of medical intervention included: several ECG patches on his chest and abdomen. A gauze bandage was located on the 
left side of his chest near his nipple. Apparent blood drips were visible on both the right and lefts sides of his mouth extending 
downward toward the back of his head. Indentations were visible around his wrists which appeared to be from the handcuffs, 
and around his head possibly from the hoadband/t-shlrt. Head hair standards, pubic hair standards, beard hair standards 
fingernail clippings and a reference blood kit were collected pending any requests for further analysis. The handcuffs from around 
his wrists were removed and collected. A gunshot residue kit was collected from his hands. 

Several wounds were visible on his body. These included: several punctures and lacerations on his his lower right arm (possibly 
from a dog bite), wound on his right index finger, tiny apparent puncture wound on the right side of his abdomen (possibly from a 
taser probe), an apparent bullet wound in his loft chest near his nipple, an apparent bullet wound on his back left side adjacent to 
his arm pit area, and an apparent bullet wound on the right side of his back near the spine. Three bullets were collected from 
Ward and include: one from the right side of the abdomen, one from the mesentery and one from the right side of the rib cage 
above the liver. See Coroner's Case Number 15-558 for further details regarding external and Internal injuries and approximate 
trajectories of the gunshots. 

The overall appearance of Ward, his injuries and clothing were documented with a series of 134 digital Images that were saved 
to DVD. A contact sheet displaying these Images and their descriptions is attached. We left the Coroner's Office a 
approximately 1030 hours.

Ward was eventually subdued 
and placed in handcuffs. Deputy Montoya received injuries and was transported to John Muir 
hospital for treatment. Ward was transpor ted to CCRMC for lacerations sustained and 
subsequently transported to MDF where thecharges were added.

On 08/20/2011, I was assigned to Building 6A at the West County Detention Facility. 

Building 6A houses general population inmates. 

At approximately 1655 hours, I was preparing to conduct a count of all inmates on Building 
6A. I noticed all inmates were locked inside their assigned rooms with the exception of 
inmate Ward, Dewayne. Inmate Ward was sitting on a table near room #28. 

Inmate Ward is described as a 6 ' 0 " 290 lbs male in his mid 20's. 

It is a violation for an inmate to be out of their assigned room during a facility count. 

I recognized inmate Ward as a new inmate. Ward arrived at the West County Detention 
Facility on today's date at 1322 hours. 

I walked over to where Ward was sitting and asked him to walk to the 6A interview room. My 
intention was to inform him of his policy violation. Ward initially complied with my 
directive. With approximately 1.5' distance between Ward and I, I proceeded to walk behind 
him towards the 6A interview room. As we approached the threshold of the door, inmate Ward 
stopped, which caused me to get closer to Ward. I told Ward to "get in the room". Ward then 
violently turned his body and extended his left elbow, striking me. I was able to block his 
strike with my left forearm. I immediately positioned myself to Ward's back and attempted 
to place him in a right shoulder lock, in an attempt to take Ward to the floor. My attempt 
was unsuccessful. I gave numerous commands to Ward to stop resisting and to give me his 
hand3. Ward refused all my orders. 

Deputy Brady, who was assigned as an escort/cover Deputy, heard me tell Ward to stop 
resisting and responded. See Deputy Brady's supplemental report. 

Ward was holding on to the door frame with his right hand and refusing orders to let go of 
the door frame. Deputy Brady was able to break Wards grasp on the door. I was still 
positioned on Ward's back. Deputy Brady and I were able to push Ward against the back wall 
of the interview room. At this point Ward was facing the wall and had his hands up towards 
his chest area. Deputy Brady and I were forcing Ward against the wall. In the position Ward 
was in, he was able to place his hands behind his back. I gave numerous commands for Ward 
to give me his hands, all of which were unsuccessful. Ward was able to use -the wall to push 
off, with his hands, both Deputy Brady and I back approximately one arm's distance from the 
wall. Ward began to violently thrash his body from side to side, swinging his arms 
striking Deputy Brady and I multiple times. Ward attempted to run out of the interview 


Deputy Montoya responded and met Ward at the threshold of the door. Refer to Deputy Wentz' 
supplemental report for Deputy Montoya's who received injuries sustained while attempting 
to overcome Ward's resistance requiring hospitalization. Deputy Montoya was transported 
and treated at John Muir hospital.

Deputies Montoya, Brady, and I were able to get Ward to the floor. Ward was in the prone 
position, actively resisting, with his hand tucked underneath his body. It should be noted 
that we had not been able to determine if Ward was armed with any type of weapon. I tried 
to grab Ward's arm and pull it from underneath his body, but he was too strong. I told Ward 
to, "Give me your hands" approximately 10-15 times, but Ward refused. Deputy Brady deployed 
his Taser on Ward in an attempt to allow Deputy Montoya and I to gain control of his hands, 
which was unsuccessful. See Deputy Brady's supplemental report. In an attempt to overcome 
Ward's resistance and handcuff and control him, I kneed Ward several times in the torso, 
upper legs and arms. Ward seemed impervious to pain compliance techniques that deputies 
were employing, refusing to comply with our orders to cease fighting and resisting us. 

Deputy Brady was able to gain control of Ward's right hand and secure it with a single 
hand cuff. After approximately 1-2 minutes of attempting to manipulate Wards left hand, we 
were able to place it in a single handcuff. Due to Ward's very large size, we used 4 hand 
cuffs linked together to restrain Ward's hands. 

West County Medical Staff was requested and responded. Nurse Candice evaluated Ward and 
determined he needed to be transferred to the Contra Costa Regional Medical Center (CCRMC) 
for the injuries he sustained during this incident and Taser deployment. 

I noticed Ward received a laceration to his upper lip and an approximate 1" laceration 
under his right eye. Ward refused to answer any questions after this incident and did not 
complain of any pain. 

Deputy Kim transported Ward to CCRMC. 

Deputy Montoya was transported to John Muir Medical center for a fractured left hand. 
Photographs were taken of this incident and attached to the report. 

Sergeant Buford was advised and responded.

This is a supplemental report to Deputy Santos's original report. 

On 8-20-11, I was assigned as escort 2 at the West County Detention Facility. I wa3 on 
building 6 assisting Deputies Montoya and Santos with dinner service. 

At approximately 1650 hours, I was standing on 6B. I looked across the module and saw 
Deputy Santos walking with an inmate later identified as Ward, Dewayne in front of the 
Deputy Desk toward the 6A interview room. I heard Deputy Santos tell Ward to "Get in the 
room." I went to assist Deputy Santos. 

As I approached the 6A interview room Ward and Santos stumbled into the interview room and 
Ward turned toward Deputy Santos. I attempted to take control of Ward's arm but he resisted 
my efforts. I told Ward to get on the ground and drove my knee into Ward's leg in attempt 
to buckle his leg and take him to the ground to control his movements. Ward pulled away 
from me and began swinging his arms side to side. Ward was able to push hio way out of the 
6A interview room past myself, and Deputy Santos and Deputy Montoya who arrived in the 
room. See Deputy Wentz's supplemental report for Deputy Montoya's statement. 

After Ward pushed us out of the interview room we were able to get Ward to the ground on 
his stomach. I used a 2 on 1 rock out to dislodge Ward's right arm. I was able to handcuff 
Ward's right arm.I could not maintain control of Ward's arm. I heard Deputy Montoya state 
that his hand was broken. 

Attempts to subdue the Ward seemed ineffective up to this point. I deployed my electronic 
control device, an X-26 Tascr (X00 608540), and pointed it at Ward's back. Ward refused to 
follow my orders. I discharged the electronic control device into Ward's back and buttock 
area. Ward was tased multiple times by me during the struggle in an attempt to gain 
compliance. After each time I reevaluated the situation, giving repeated verbal commands. 
Ward did not comply at any point. Ward was actively resisting our attempts to handcuff and 
control him. At one point my hand became tangled in the taser wires causing me to receive a 
small shock. Ward thrashed about and knocked the taser cartridge off the taser. 

Several other Deputies arrived on the building and began to assist us in handcuffing Ward. 
Ward's movements cause me to stumble backward. I stood up and used my taser camera to 
document what was occurring at that time. While I was examining my hand, Deputy Montoya 
took the taser and put it against Ward's back but did not cycle the taser. 

As multiple deputies arrived we gained control of Ward. Ward was eventually handcuffed. 

Nurses Candice, and Lee Ann of WCDF medical responded and tended to Ward's injuries. Nurse 
Candice removed the taser probes from Ward's body.

This is a supplemental report to DR 11-14819. On Saturday August 20, 2011 I was assigned as 
Escort 1 at West County Detention Facility. At approximately 1700 hours I was in Intake 
when Deputy Montoya advised on the radio for available escorts to respond to building 6A. I 
ran from Intake to building 6A. As I was running to the building Central Control was asking 
Building 6 of they were code four, each time there was no response. As I entered the front 
door of building 6A, I saw a black inmate, later identified as Ward, Dewayne, in a facedown 
position right outside the interview room violently resisting, kicking and fighting. 
Deputies Montoya, Santos, Lujan, Kim and Ellis were on top of him attempting to gain 
control of his arms and compliance so he could be handcuffed. I also noticed at this time 
Ward had X-26 Taser prongs sticking out of his upper buttocks. I immediately had my 
attention drawn to the building where there were approximately twenty plus black inmates 
out of there rooms on the upper left tier yelling. I went upstairs told all the inmates out 
of their rooms to lockdown. As I was coming back down the stairs I saw Ward was still 
resisting and kicking, all while receiving another cycle on the X-26 Taser. The Deputies on 
top of Ward were attempting to gain control of Ward's arms while the X-26 Taser was being 
deployed however they were unsuccessful in securing his arms due to Ward's large size. Once 
downstairs I went over by Ward's face where he was thrashing about on the floor and used my 
foot to hold his head down to the ground. Deputy Brady was able to secure one of Ward's 
hands with the handcuff. After approximately 2 more minutes of struggling with Ward, and 
the arrival of additional Deputy Sheriffs and the additional use of the X-26 Taser we were 
finally able to overcome his resistance and handcuff him. I called for Medical to respond 
to Building 6 to examine inmate Ward. 

Deputy Montoya sustained an injury during this incident requiring hospitalization. He was 
subsequently transported to John Muir Hospital and was unable to write his statement of 
what occurred, due to a broken left hand. This is also his writing hand. Deputy Montoya 
told me the following statement in summary: 


On August 20, 2011 he was assigned as the primary Deputy on Building 6B. At about 1700 
hours he was sitting at the 6B desk when he heard yelling coming from behind him on the 
A-side of the building. He said he turned around and saw Deputy Brady moving quickly 
towards the interview room. Deputy Montoya said he got up and ran over to the interview 
room to see what was going on. He said he saw Deputy Santos and Deputy Brady struggling to 
gain control of a black inmate later identified at Ward, Dewayne. Deputy Montoya said that 
Ward started coming out of the room towards him, fearing that Ward was attacking him he 
punched him in the face with his left handed closed fist. As Ward was coming out of the 
room Deputy Montoya said he delivered knee strikes to him as Deputy Santos and Brady took 
Ward to the ground. He said when they got Ward to the floor he was fighting and kicking and 
would not comply with their orders to place his hands behind his back. Deputy Montoya said 
he was yelling for Ward to stop resisting and give them his hands. Deputy Montoya said he 
struck Ward in the head with his closed fist while attempting to gain control of one of 
Ward's hands. It was at this time Deputy Montoya said he felt his hand break. Deputy 
Montoya said he told Deputy Brady to get his Taser out and tase Ward. Deputy Montoya said

Deputy Brady pulled the X-2 6 Taser out of his holster and tased Ward while he and Deputy 
Santos attempted to secure his hands in handcuffs. Deputy Montoya said he took the X-26 
Taser from Deputy Brady and told Ward that he was going to tase him if he did not comply 
and put his hands behind his back. Additional Deputies arrived on the building, and Montoya 
said he was able to shove his knee under Ward's body and they were able to handcuff Ward 
using three sets of handcuffs.

This report is a supplemental report to Deputy Santos original report. 

On 08/20/2011, I was assigned as the primary deputy on 8A at West County Detention 
Facility. At approximately 1655 hours, I was about to conduct my formal count when I heard 
building 6 requested an additional deputy to respond to the building. I could hear the 
deputy's voice appeared to be distressed as if unusual activity was happening. 

I left building 8 and I heard Aide Hummel from central control ask building six if they 
were code 4. I did not hear a response and continued towards building six. As I arrived at 
building six I heard Sgt. Buford request all available deputies to respond until it was 
determined building 6 was code 4. 

Aide Hummel from central control asked a second time if building 6 was code 4. There was 
still no response. I approached the front of building 6 and I could see multiple deputies 
on top of an inmate, later identified as S-Ward. Ward was laying face down, his feet were 
pointing towards the front door and his head was facing the deputy station. Ward's yellow 
pants were partially pulled down to about his mid thigh, exposing his buttocks. I could see 
a set of prongs from the cartridge of the taser were sticking out of each of Ward's 
buttocks. 

I did not want to interrupt the cycle of the taser so I moved towards Wards head. Deputy 

Wentz was standing in front of wards head. I could see Ward was still resisting and 

attempting to get up. Deputy Wentz placed her left foot on the top of Wards head to keep 

him from lifting up and she was yelling orders for Ward to lie down and put his hands 

behind his back. Ward continued to resist and was not complying with the directions. 

Deputy Wentz removed her foot from the top of Wards head. I knelt down to the left side of 
Wards head and grabbed hold of Wards hair. Wards hair was approximately 2 to 3 inches long 
in length and rolled into "dreads" or braids, with my right hand I grabbed hold of several 
braids and pushed Wards head towards the floor. I yelled multiple times for Ward to put his 
hands behind his back. Ward did not comply and continue to resist. I continued to push 
Wards face down towards the floor. 

Deputy Somers had Wards left arm handcuffed and somewhat secured behind his back. An 
additional set of handcuffs was looped through the first set. I could see V-Deputy Montoya 
pulling Wards right arm back towards his back in order for the second set of handcuffs to 
be placed on Wards right arm. 

Just as Deputy Montoya was about to place Wards right arm into handcuffs Ward was able to 
twist his arm away from Deputy Montoya, preventing him from being handcuffed. After several 
more attempts Deputy Montoya was able to place an additional set of handcuffs in order to 
secure Ward. Deputy Montoya advised us that he believed he broke his hand. 

Once Ward was secured T locked down all the inmates on the B-side and conducted formal

On February 3, 2015, I was requested by Sergeant Gardner to document an officer involved fatality. Crime Scene Investigator 
Crain was assigned to assist. According to Detectives, Deputies from the Civil Unit, along with K9 Deputy Pliler and his K9 
Anavi, were at the location to remove Ward from the location. Deputies made entry into the location and Ward locked himself in 
the bedroom of the apartment, reportedly armed with a knife. Deputies reportedly utilized pepper spray, deployed a taser and a 
K9 before Ward was shot. We arrived at Antioch Police Department, to document Deputy Pliler, at approximately 1420 hours. 

Deputy Pliler was In full Sheriffs uniform, including his duty belt, when we arrived at the Antioch Police Department. His uniform 
consisted of: a long sleeved black shirt, black pants, black boots and duty belt. Several white areas were visible on: right cuff of 
the sleeve, right elbow, right shoulder, left rear pants pocket, right rear keeper of his duty belt, back left side of the shirt, taser 
holster, bottom of the gun holster and the back of the duty belt between the pepper spray holder and flashlight. The white 
material is possible transfer from the apartment wall as Deputy Pliler advised that he was backed up against a wall during the 
incident. No damage or apparent blood were visible on his uniform or on his person and no injuries were visible. The duty belt 
contained a weapon in a holster, two spare magazines, taser in holster, pepper spray in holder, flashlight and a set of handcuffs. 
The weapon was a Slg Sauer P226 .40 caliber pistol, serial number U759568, with a TRL-ls Streamllght tactical light affixed to 
the weapon. A "Winchester 40 S&W" cartridge was collected from the chamber of the weapon. The magazine contained (9) 
"Winchester 40 S&W" cartridges. Each of the spare magazines contained (12) "Winchester 40 S&W" cartridges. A gunshot 
residue kit was collected from Deputy Pliler's hands. We left the police department at approximately 1600 hours and arrived at 
the apartment complex at approximately 1620 hours. 

1020 Claudia Court is a multi-unit, multi-level apartment complex on the north side of the street. Apartment 22 is located in the 
southeast building of the complex on the second floor. A set of stairs leads from a walkway to the north side of the apartment 
and the front door. A key was collected from the exterior entryway of the apartment. Damage was visible to the front door, door 
knob and doorframe of the apartment. The interior of the apartment consisted of: a living room, dining room, kitchen, hallway, 
bathroom, bedroom and balcony. The living room, dining room, kitchen and bedroom were cluttered with several miscellaneous 
items, dirty dishes, garbage and rotting food Items. The balcony door and balcony screen door were partially open. A set of 
handcuffs were collected from the hallway. The bedroom door was broken into several pieces and was located on the hallway 
and bedroom floors. The bedroom consisted of: two mattresses, a nlghtstand between the mattresses, a dresser, television and 
television stand, several boxes and luggage. Several items of clothing and food were strewn on the mattresses and floor of the 
bedroom. Brown stains, which appeared to be feces, were located on the bedroom floor and bottom of the bedroom door. 

Three "Winchester 40 S&W" cartridge cases with circular firing pin impressions were collected from the bedroom doorway area. 
One was adjacent to the north side of the bedroom doorframe, one was near the bedroom door in the hallway beneath a portion 
of broken door and one was just inside the bedroom door beneath a portion of tho broken door. No apparent bullet damage was 
located within the apartment. A knife, with a blade approximately 7" long and a wooden handle, was located just Inside the 
bedroom doorway adjacent to the north wall. A white chunky substance, which appeared to be cottage cheese, was located on 
the blade of the knife as well as on the handle and in a container near the knife. 


Several apparent bloodstains were located in the apartment. The broken pieces of door in the hallway had several stains. These 
included: a swipe type stain, a transfer of blood from a bloodied object to another surface by some form of lateral motion; a small 
blood pool; and a wipe type stain, a stain created when an object moves through a preexisting bloodstain on a surface, through 
the blood pooled area. Additional stains were located on: the wall heater (stains A and B), northeast corner wall adjacent to the 
heater (stains C and D), refrigerator (stain E), south living room wall (stain F), east hallway wall (stain G) and a vacuum in the 
bedroom (stain H). These stains tested positive with a presumptive test for blood. Swabs of the stains and controls were 
collected. The majority of the stains (A-F) appeared to have been contact transfers, created when a bloody object comes into

contact with another surface. The stain that was located on the wall (D) and the one on the refrigerator (E) appeared to have 
been one continuous stain. The stain on the east hallway way (G) were downward drips and may not be related to this incident. 
A series of small spatter stains, circular or elliptical in shape that are the result of some type of impact, were visible on top of 
the base portion of the vacuum (H) located in the bedroom. 

Ward was lying on the floor of the living room with his head oriented toward southeast and his feet toward the northwest. He 
was wearing: a white tank top, camouflage thermal long sleeved shirt, black t-shirt, black shirt with the sleeves cut off, red boxer 
briefs, white socks, white/red/black shoes and a white shirt wrapped around his hair. The shirts appeared to have been cut by 
medical personnel. His hands were handcuffed behind his back. An apparent blood flow was visible from his mouth. Signs of 
medical intervention were visible on his chest and abdomen. Taser probes were located in his clothing on the right lower torso 
and on the left shoulder areas. The taser cartridge and wires were collected from beneath a piece of the broken bedroom door 
In the hallway approximately a foot from Ward's left shoulder. Apparent dog bite wounds were visible on his right forearm. Three 
apparent gunshot wounds were located on his left chest, back of the left shoulder and upper back. See CSI Crain's supplement 
regarding the details of the wounds and autopsy. 

At approximately 2030 hours, I responded to the Field Operations Bureau to document the remaining Deputies that were present 
during the Incident. Deputies Catuiza, McDonald, Bullard and Sergeant Buford were all In full uniform with a duty belt. Deputy 
Watling was wearing a Sheriffs Office polo shirt and tan pants. Deputy Sullivan was wearing jeans, a long sleeved shirt and 
green Sheriffs vest. No damage was visible to any of the uniforms or duty belts. No injuries were visible to any of the Deputies 
and all of the Deputies advised that they did not sustain any Injuries during the incident. Apparent blood was visible on the lower 
left leg of Deputy Watling and on the right boot of Deputy Bullard. Both of the apparent bloodstains appeared to be contact: 
transfers created when a bloody object comes Into contact with another surface. Swabs of these stains were collected. Deputy 
Bullard advised that ho deployed his taser during the incident. I retrieved his taser, serial number X00-625410, from Detective 
Holland who had collected it prior to my arrival. 

The overall appearance of the location, Ward and Deputies were documented with a series of 240 digital images that were saved 
to DVD. A contact sheet displaying these images and their descriptions is attached. We left the location at approximately 2128 
hours.

A DVD containing 240 digital images was submitted to Property Services for storage. 

The weapon, magazines, ammunition and cartridge cases were submitted to the Comparative Evidence Section of the 
Criminalistics Laboratory for further analysis. A separate report will be issued with their results. 

The taser was turned over to Detective Chestnut for further analysis. See her supplement for further details. 

The remaining items were submitted to Property Services pending requests for further analysis. 
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
